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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement oF reasons for allowance: the claims address an 
adjusting system and method for holding an object (circuit board for x-ray laminographic 
inspection) with translating in the vertical direction and rotating around two horizontal axes or 
one horizontal and one vertical axis. In the claims as claimed, this feature is neither shown nor 
fairly suggested in the prior art.
